give a 90-day job to the possessor 
of the best migraine 
headache in 
Chicago. 
Fifty dollars 
a 
month, 
with room and board, was offered. 
Roberts. 23, then jobless, was the 
winner. 
He offered 
to exhibit 
a 
first-class 
headache 
which 
had 
troubled him interm ittently siince 
he was ll years old. 
M other Had Them 
His headache, he said, even had 
an ancestry, for his 
m other 
had 
suffered from 
similar 
headaches. 
Since medical opinion holds th at 
migraine is hereditary, this was a 
point in his favor. 
Roberts* first m onth at the hos­ 
pital was given over to observation. 
A few days after his arrival he had 
his first headache. 
It proved “just 
dandy ” and Roberts was assured of 
his job 
His normal day begins at 7:30 a 
m. At 8 he undergoes a basic m eta­ 
bolism 
test 
which 
consists 
of 
breathing into a 
machine 
which 
tests oxygen consumption. 
At 8:15 
a blood sample is taken for chem ­ 
istry contest 
Normal breakfast is 
provided at 8 .30 
Skin Tests 
He then is free to read or write. 
or just loaf, until noon, when he 
has a normal luncheon 
At I p. rn. 
he enters on two 
hours 
of 
skin 
tests 
After the tests his tim e is his 
own until IO o'clock, 
when he re­ 
tire*. 
The second m onth ushers 
in 
a 
slow 
process to "norm alise'- 
the 
blood, or any other elem ent of his 
body. The process, it is hoped, will 
determ ine the cause 
of 
migraine, 
and possibly the cure. 
Medical 
authorities 
say 
they 


haven t the least notion of the rea­ 
sons for such headaches as R oberts. 
which is irregularly interm ittent. It 
appears hereditary, they 
say, 
and 
those connected with the university 
hospital believe its origin may lie 
in faulty blood texture. 
The physicians expect 
to com­ 
plete the test in 90 days, but if it 
should take longer Roberts will be 
kept on the payroll.
